§ 3. The board of trustees shall hold stated meetings 
on the third Tuesday of each month, at seven o'clock, p.m., 
and such others as they may by by-law appoint. They 
may also hold special meetings, to be called by the presi- 
dent or any two trustees, by written notice delivered per- 
sonally or left at the residence of each member of the 
board. All such meetings, both stated and special, shall 
be held at such place as the board of trustees shall by

Foivers and Duties of the Board of Trustees.

5, To restrain and regulate all exhibitions of anv nat- 
ural or artificial cui'iosities, caravans of animals, tlieatri- 
cal and other shows and exhibitions, circuses or other 
performances for money, and authorize the same, on sucli 
terms as the board of trustees shall deem expedient.

CHAPTER 737. 

AN ACT authorizing cities and villages to acquire title to property 
for burial purposes, and to levy taxes for the payment of tlie 
same. Passed May 8, 1869. 

CHAPTER 760. 

AN ACT to amend chapter 727 of the laws of 1869, entitled "An act 
autliorizing cities and villages to acquire title to property for 
burial purjjoses, etc." Passed May 0, 1870. 
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CHAPTER eno, laws of isti. 

(Amending llii! fdregoing nets.) Passed April 23, 1871. 

Section 1. The trnstees of any village are lie]'el)y antliorized to 
appoint a cemetery ccmiinission <j{ not less tlian five, nor more llian 
nine resident freeholders of said villajje, who shall, during their term 
of office, have cxelusive control and management of the laying out, 
beautifying and improving of any lands which may be [uirchascd by 
said trustees as provided by section one of the act hereby amended. 
The mem))ersof such commission shall hold their oilice for five years 
from and after their a))pointmenl., and when vacancies occur in such 
commission the same shall be filled Ijy said trustees from the resident 
freeholders of said villages. All moneys ajipropriated by said trus- 
tees for the improvement of sneh lands, shall Ije placed in the hands 
of said commission to lie expended by them in such laying out, Ijeant- 
ifying and improving; and said commission shall, on the Jlrst day of 
March in each year (hiring their term of otrice, make a report by 
items of their ex]ienditures, and stating the objects thereof, to said 
trustees, whicli report shall be in writing, signed by a majority of the 
members of sncli commission and verified by their oaths.

CHAPTER 189. 

AN" ACT for the protection of graves in ceraet cries. Passed Aiiril 
27, 1878; three-fifths being present. 

Skctiox 1. Hereafter it shall be a misdemeanor and be punisli- 
ablo as such, for any jjcrson other than the owner to remove from 
any grave in any cemetery in the State, any flowers or other memorial, 
or any token of aft'ection placed on or near any such grave or any 
wire frame work or other thing in anyway connected with such flow- 
ers, memorial or token. 

)j 2. The provisions of this act shall not apply to the officers or 
employees of any of the cemetery associations of this state in the en- 
forcement of the rules and regulations under which such associations 
may be governed, provided that all articles removed by them from 
graves shall be destroyed so tliat they cannot be again used. 

CHAPTER 177. 

AN ACT in relation to the establishment and care of a cemetery by 
the village of Geneva, Ontario county, and to provide means for the 
same. Passed April fi, 1872 : three-fifths being present. 

Section 1. The appointment heretofore made by the trustees of the 
village of Geneva. ()ntario county, of Phineas Prouty, William E. 
Sill, Corydon Wheat, George W. Nicholas, Samuel S. Graves, George 
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B. DusinbeiTO, TIio mpson C. Maxwell, Stephen II. Parker and Angus 
Mc Donalil, as cemetery eomniissioners, is hereljv eonflrmed, notwith- 
standing that one of said coniniissioner.*, although a freeholder of 
liaid village, is not an actuiU resident therein. 

S 2. The said commissioners shall by lot diviile tliemselves into three 
classes of three each. Tlie term of office of one of .-^aid classes shall 
expire in five years, of another in six year.s, and of the tliird in seven 
years from the date of their appointment. Their successors shall be 
appointed by the trustees of the said village of Cieneva, and shall 
each hold office for five years. Each commissioner shall hold office 
until his successor is appointed and has qualified. All vacancies shall 
be filled by like ap]iointment for the imexpired term. 

~J 3. In addition t(5 the powers already eonferi-cd by law upon

tery, aud to enforce ihe same by suit brought in the name of "The 
Ge'nEV.4. CE.METtHY Co.M.MISSIOXEHS." [Chap. 450, laws of 187T.] 

^ 4. The said commission shall also have the exclusive control ' 
and custody of all moneys which may be received from such sale of 
burial rights or otherwise from said lands under their control, and 
shall apply such portion of the same as it may tliink proper to the 
laying out, improving, boautifyiug and taking care of such lauds, aud 
the actual and necessary expenses of said cmnmission, and the bal- 
ance shall be applied in paynient of any liouds whieli may bo lawfully 
issued or lialjility which may be lawfully incurred by said trustees tor 
the purchase, laying out, improving, beautifying and taking care of 
any lauds for cemetery purposes. 

^ 5. In case said balance of money is not sufficient to jiay the 
bonds of said village issued to purchase, lay out, impi'ove, beautify 
and take care of such lands foi' cemetery purposes, as they mature, 
the trustees of said village, may, on the written' recjuest of said com- 
mission, re-issue bonds of said village for aji amount, and payable 
as stated in such request; but such re-issued bonds shall not exceed 
in amount the balance of such original bonds due and unpaid, and 
shall not be sold for less than par: and the avails shall be applied 
only in payment of said original bonds due and unpaid. Provided, 
however, that any jjortion of thejn may be exchanged for not less 
than an equal amount of said original bonds, and, provided further 
that no bonds re-issued under the provisions of this act shall be made 
payable more than ten years from the re-issue thereof.

AN ACT to i>revent animals from running at lai'ge in the public 
highways. Passed Ajiril 28, 1862. 
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Aineiided by Cliai). 814, passed May 9, 1867. 

Cliii]). 424, passed April 29, 1869. 

The fdi-egoiiig are further amended l)y Chap. 770, passed Jfay 30, 
1873, which act amends section one as follows: 

Skctio.n 1. It shall not be lawful tor any cattle, horses, sheep, 
swine oi- goats to run at large, or to be herded or pastured in any pub- 
lic street, park, place or liighway in this State; and it shall he the 
duty of every overseer of highways witliin his road district, and of 
every street commissioner in any ineoi-j)orat,ed village, who shall liaye 
personal kiunvledge, or who sliidl l)e notified of any violation of this 
act, to sieze and to take into his possession, and to keei) until dis])osed 
of according to law, any animal so found running at large or being 
herdeil or ijastured, and' any person suffering or ]iermilling any ani- 
mal to so run at large, or be herded or pastured in violation of this 
section, shall forfeit a penalty of five dollars for every horse, swine or 
cattle, and one dollai- for every sheep or goat so found, to be recov- 
ered Ijy civil action, by any inliabitant of the town in Ins own name, 
ov in the name of the overseer of the poor of the town, or the pro- 
ceedings hereinafter provided. 



CflAPTEI! 345. 

AX ACT in regard to publisliing the accountsof incorporated villages 
ill this State. Passed May 6, 1874. 

As amended by Chap. 197, Passed Ajiril 29, 1875. 

Section- 1, It shall lie the duty of the board of trustees, of each of the 
incori)orated villages of this State, to cause to be published, once in 
each year and twenty days next Ijefore the annual meeting.in at least one 
public ne\vs])aper printed in such village or in a pul)lic newspaper 
tliat is, to all intents and purposes, a village newspaper of more than 
one village, and tliat has more ihan one puldication office, one of 
which is in such incorporated village, a full and detailed account of 
all money iTceived by tliem or tiie treasurer of said village for the ac- 
count and use thereof, and of all money expended therefor, giving 
the items of expenditures in full. Should there be no paper pub- 
lished in said village, they shall be required to publish the same, by 
notice to the tax payers, by i)0sting in five pulilic places in said in- 
corporated limits. 

ij 2. Said aniuial report shall also state the funded and floating or 
temporary debt of said village. 



CHAPTER 331. 

AN ACT to prevent accident on railroads operated by steam power 
in the State of Xew A'ork. Passed May 15, 1878; three-fifths be- 
ing present. 
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Section' 1. Any persou oi' persons who shall get. ou or off a freight 
car 01' engine wlii'le in motion, or who shall ritle on any wood or 
freight c-ar. unless employed liy or witli permission from tlie proi)er 
officers of such railroad, or tlie person in oliarge of sucli car or en- 
gine, sluill l)e deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be liable to 
a fine o£ twenty-five dollars or tlu'ee months' imprisonment, or both 
fine and imprisonment. 



OHAPTEli 451. 

A^ ACT for tlie more effectual prevention of wanton and malicious 
mischief, and to prevent tlie defaecment of natural scenery. 
Passed June 15, 1877. 

Sectiox 1. Any person who shall maliciously or wantonly injure 
or deface any nionument or work of art, building, fence or otiier 
structure, or destroy or injure any ornamental tree, or slirub or plant, 
whether situated on any [irivate ground or on any street, public 
or private way, or cemetery, or who shall paint or print upon, or in 
any other manner place upon or affix to any stone or roek, not a part 
of a building, or upon or to any bridge or tree, any word, letter, 
character or de\ice, stating-, referring to, or advertising, or inte'nded 
to state, refer to or advertise the sale or manufaeture of any property 
or article, profession, busine.ss, exhibition, amusement or place of 
amusement, or other thing, and any person who shall, directly or in- 
directly, cause any such act to be done, or shall aid therein, shall lie 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction, shall, for each 
and every such offense, be punished f>y a fine not exceeding two hun- 
dred and fift>- dollars, or l5y imprisonment not exceeding six mouths, 
or by botli sucli fine and imprisonment. 

§ 3. Provides in addition, for liability to owner of premises for 
damages. 

^ 3. Provides that if actions under section one are not brought 
within six months, actions may be iirought by overseer of the poor. 

§ 4. The fact tliat such act has been aided or caused to be done 
by any person cluirged therewith, shall, in any such action, as a legal 
presumption, be deemed to be proved against any of the owners or 
proprietors or managers of the property, articles, profession, busi- 
ness, exliibition, amusement or other thing relative to which such 
words, letters, characters or devices may have been painted, printed, 
placed or affixed, as aforesaid, until the contrary is shown by com- 
petent evidence. 

§ 5. Provides that action may lie brought in justices' courts, etc. 



CHAPTER 150. 

AN ACT to enable the owners of lands on the shores of Seneca, Ca- 
yuga and Chatauque Lakes to erect wharves and storehouses on 
the lauds covei'ed with the waters of those lakes, adjacent to the 
lands owned by them. Passed April 3, 1827. 
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Bu it oiiacU'd by the peoiile of the State of Xew \\>vk. I'epresented 
ill Senile iiiui Assembly, 'i'hat it shall and may bo lawl'ul for David 
Bj'ooks. hi-; lieirs and assi-jns. to bud<l and ei'ect a dock and stove- 
house in tlie Seneea Lake adjoining the lands now owneil by said 
Brooks, known by the name of llciCniulil's Point, in the town of 
Romulus, in the eounty of .Seneoa. 

And bo it furtiior eimoled, That it shall and may be lawful for 
any poi'soii owuiiijc lands adjoining the Cayuga, Seneca or Chatauqiie 
lakes to erect any wharf or wharves, storehouse or storehouses, upon 
any land covered l)y the water of such lakes, adjacent to, and bound- 
ing u])on the land of such owners; and to use, occupy and enjoy the 
same, as if convoyed by the commissioners of the land office, pur- 
stumt to an act passed February 0th, 1824. 

Provided, That nothing in this act shall be so construed as to 
authorize any person to erect a wharf at the termination of any high- 
way so as to obstruct the passage of f err v boats or any other water 
■craft. 

And provided further, That before any person or persons shall be 
■authoi'ized to erect any wharf or storehouse in Chataui[ue lake, such 
person or persons shall first apply to, and obtain the consent and or- 
der of tlie Court of Common Pleas of said county, which consent and 
order shall not l)e granted until the applicant or applicants shall first 
give at least three weeks notice of such intended application, by pub- 
lishing a notice in one of the newspapers printed in said county; and 
when such order and consent shall bo obtained, it shall forthwith l)e 
filed in the clerk's office of the ■.•ounty of Cliatauque.

-AX ACT in relation to evidence in civil and criminal ca.ses. Pas-scd 
jVIay T, 18T8, as amended by chapter 311, passed April 35, 1879 

Section' 1 Any act, ordinance, resolution, by-law, rule or pro- 
ceeding of the common council of a city, or of the boai'd of trustees 
of an incorporated viilago, or of a board of supervisors of any county 
within this state, and any recital of occurrences taking place at the 
sessions of any thereof, may bo read in evidence on any trial, exami- 
nation or proceeding, whether civil or criminal, either from a copy 
thereof certified by the clerk of the city, village, common council or 
board of supervisors or from a volume printed by authority of the 
common council of the city, or board of supervisors of the county, 
■or of tlie board of trustees of any incorporated \illage. 
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CHAPTER 213. 



AN ACT to establish the right of citizens of this state to carry on 
their business in all parts thereof. Passed May 3. 1878; 
As amended by chapter 417, passed May 30, 1879. 
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Section 1, It shall not be lawful for the authorities of any county^ 
city or village to impose upon the inhabitants of any other county, 
oity or village witliin tlii.s State, carrying on or desiring to carry on 
any lawful trade, business or calling within the limits tlicreof, any 
restriction or condition wliatover except such as may be necessary for 
the proper regulation of sucli trade, business or calling, and such as 
apply equally and impartially to the citizens of all parts of the State 
alike, and all ordinances in violation of the provisions of tliis act 
are hereby declared to be null and void. But the provisions of this 
act shall not apply to the ordinances or regulations of any county, 
city or village in this State in reference to traveling cir^.uses, shows 
and exhibitions. 



CIIAPXEIl :3o3. 

A\ ACT in relation to taxation and incurring debt in incorporated 
villages. Passed May 25, 18sl 
This act provides that if a proposition to raise money or incur a 
debt for any purpose has been voted down by tlie tax payers, it shall 
not again be submitted to a vote until after the next annual election, 
" except wlien the necessity of the occasion for the same shall have 
arisen after tlie rejection of such resolution or proposition.'" 



CHAPTEH 2:36— iVlAY 9, 1881. 

"AX ACT authorizing the board of trustees of any incorporated 
village, the trustees of any monument association or the town 
boarcl of any town to acquire lands for monument purposes." 

CHAPTER 226. 

AN ACT to extend the time for the collection of taxes in the incor- 
porated villages of this state. Passed May 27, 1882. 

The People of tlie State of New York, represented in Senate and 
Assembly do enact as folloivs : 

Sectiox 1 . It shall be lawful for any incorporated village in this 
state by its trustees to issue new warrants, or renew those which may 
be issiied by them or their predecessors for the colleetioji of any vil- 
lage tax, from time to time, as often as such warrants sliall be return- 
ed uncollected, in whole or in part, during ihe term prescril)ed by its 
charter ; but the renewing of any such warrant shall in no way affect 
the liability of the collector or the sureties upon the bond of such 
collector.

AN ACT to confer additional powers upon the trustees and oflScers 
of incorporated villages in the stale of New York.

Assembly, do enact as foUoivs : 

Sectiox 1. * * * And it shall be the duly of the trustees of 
every incorporated village in tliis state to appoint once, in each year, 
a board of health of snch village, to consist; of not less than three 
nor more tlian seven persons (who are not village trustees), who shall 
hold olTlee for one year, or until their successors shall have been ap- 
pointed. The said board of health thus constituted shall elect a 
president, and appoint a competent physician (not a member of such 
board) to be the health officer of such vilhige. * * * 



CHAPTER 5C4— JUNE 3, 1887. 
AN ACT conferring additional powers upon villages. 



CHAPTER 371— MAY 20. 1890. 

These acts provide for raising aud expending, with the approval 
-and consent of a majority vote of taxpayers, an amount " additional 
to the amomit permitted to be raised by its cliarter or by the general 
law aforesaid, for the purpose of building a bridge, constnicting a 
sewer, or carrying out some other village object.'' 

By a nnanimons vote of the Board of Trustees they can raise and 
exiiend $500 without submittnig the matter to the tax payers.

AN ACT to provide for the construction of sewers in any incorpor- 
ated village of this state.

CHAPTER 316— MAY 5, 1891. 
Amends the preceding law. 
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These acts are quite lengthy but lire of importance, anil for full 
knowledge of them, reference must be made to the published session 
laws. 

Their provisions are additional and suiipleinentary to all other 
powers possessed by any incorporated village. Provision is made for 
a board of seven commissioners to be appointed by tlie village board 
of trustees. The eommissiouers are empowered to appoint one of 
tlieir number president to serve without compensation; to appoint 
a clerk at a salary of .1200: to make by-law; to employ an engineer 
and such other assistance as may be necessary, and procure a map 
and plan for a general or special system of sewerage which must be 
approved by the State Board of Health, the expense limited to 
$3,000. to be included in next annual tax levy. 

Any portion of the plan adopted may be constructed and the 
whole or a jDortinn of the expense may be apportioned upon the vil- 
lage at large, but subject to the approval of the taxpapers at a spec- 
ial election to bo held after due notice is published. Assessments 
made upon lands benefitted to be a lien upon such property. 

The commissioners may acquire necessary lands, may contract for 
the construction, and may issue bonds at five per cent, interest, in 
such amount and upon such time as may be determined upon. The 
bonds to be delivered to, and sold by the village treasurer, who shall 
credit the receipts to a separate fund, called the sewer fund and who 
shall make piyments upon orders signed by the president and coun- 
tersigned by the clerk of the board of sewer commissioners. Tliey 
shall have fnll charge of con.striiction. maintenance and repairs. 



CHAPTER 37— MARCH 11, 1890. 

AN ACT to amend chapter 897 of the laws of 1873. entitled "An 
act for the incorporation of fire, hose, and hook and ladder 
companies." 

Provides 1 hat any ten or more persons may be incorporated as a 
fire company, for a terra not exceeding fifty years, with the consent 
of the board of trustees. 



CHAPTER 535. 

AN ACT to authorize incorporated villages to acquire lands for use 
as a public park. 

Approved by the Governor June 8, 1888. Passed, three-fifths 
being present . 

Tlie People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as folloirs : 

Section 1. It shall be lawful lor any incorporated village within 
the State to acquire by pui'chase, lease or gilt, any lands within its 
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CfU'porate boumlaries or adjacent thereto, or within one mile thereof 
to be usei-1 as a pulilic park under eontrol of the trustees of llie vil- 
hige, and subject to SMch regulations as they may prescribe ; but the 
total value of lands so acquired by any village sliall not exceed three 
)ie^' cent of the assessed value of its taxable property ; and whenever 
the board of trustees of any village shall have been previously au- 
thorized so to do, by a vote of the majority of the electors of the 
village voting thereon at any annual or special meeting duly called of 
such electors, they may acquire any lands for such purpose, and con- 
tract therefor, and caused to be raised by taxation upon the taxable 
(jroperty of the \'illage, and by installments, if they shall see fit, sueii 
sum or sums as may be necessary to procure the title thereto, and annu- 
ally tliereafter such sums as may be necessary to meet the expense of 
the care, preservation and proper improvement of the lands acquired 
for the use aforesaid.

AN ACT to amend chapter four hundred and fifty-two of the laws 
of eigliteen hundred and eighty-eight, entitled "An net to au- 
thorize and empower the board of trustees of incox'porated vil- 
lages in this state to contract with electric light companies, or- 
ganized under tlie laws of this state for lighting the streets and 
public grounds of said villages." 

Approved by the Governor, May 4, 1891. Passed, three-fifths be- 
ing present.

Section 1. Section one of chapter four hundred and flfty-two of 
the laws of eighteen hundred and eight)'-eight, entitled "An act to 
authorize and empower the board of trustees of incorporated villages 
in this state to contract with electric light companies, organized un- 
der the laws of this state for lighting the st]-eets and public grounds 
of said villages," is hereby amended so as to read as follows : 

g 1, The board of trustees of any incorporated village of this 
state, whether incorporated under the act entitled "An act for the 
incorporation of villages," passed April twentieth, eighteen hundred 
and seventy, and acts amendatory thereof and supplemental thereto, 
or by special charter or act, shall have the power and they are hereby

and direct in the management of their engines, hooks and 

ladders, ho.se and all other apparatus. 

Annual report § 2. The chiof engineer shall report annually to the 
trustees. board of trustees, and at such other times as may be re- 

quired, tlie condition of the engines, hooks and ladders, 
hose and house for the keeping of the same, and all other 
fire apparatus, and recommend such alterations and im- 
provements in the same as he may thinlv proper, and also 
report the names of such firemen as have disobeyed orders 
or neglected or refused to attend to their duty. Whenever 
gSes'be'ml^ie. *^^^ engines or other fire a]:)paratus shall want repairs, he 
shall, with the committee on fire department, cause the 
same to be done inrmediately. provided the expense thereof 
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shall not exceed twenty dollars, and report to the village "^oteMeeding^ 
clerk at the expiration of erery month the amount of ex- 
penditures so made or ordered. Any repairs that may he 
needed to any fire department building or apparatus in- 
volving a larger expenditure than twenty dollars, the chief 
engineer shall report the sam^, with the kind of repairs 
required, to the board of trustees.

ders, and hook and ladder carriages to their respective 
places of deposit, and cause the same to be well washed 
and cleansed within twenty-four hours; and whenever the 
chief engineer shall find that the apparatus in the posses- 
sion of any company has not been j^roperly washed and 
cleansed within the time herein mentioned, after it has 
been used for any purpose, he is authorized to cause the 
same to be cleansed, and deduct the expense thereof from 
any money then due or that may thereafter become due 
the company for whom such work was done.

duties as may be required of him, all under the direction 
of the cemetery commissioners. It shall be his duty to 
enforce the ordinances and regulations concerning the 
cemeteries, he shall have power to arrest all persons tres- 
passing in any manner in the cemetei'ies, or offending 
against any provision of the laws of the state or of these 
ordinances therein, and shall be a special joolicenran for 
tliat purpose. lie shall also have jiower to direct how and 
where auy dead body not belonging to the owner of any 
lot, shall be buried: and to prevent the deposit of anybody 
in any unsold lot, or in any lot the property of another 
without the owner's consent.

The sealer of weights and measures shall have the- 
weights, &o. care and keeping of the public beam, weights and meas- 
ures provided for his use, and the same shall be regulated 
according to the law of the state, and all weights, meas- 
ures, scale beams and steelyards sealed and adjusted by 
him, shall be made confoi'mable to the standard of this 
ToTisitmar- state; and tlie Said sealer shall, at least once in every six 
sixmoutiis— months, and ofteuer if he deem it necessary, visit the- 
markets, stores, shops or other places where weights, meas- 
ures, steelyards or beams are kej^t a-nd used, and examine 
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the same, and also all measures niarkcd on any counter, 
desk, seat or other fixture, and in ease they be found not 
agreeable to law, to report the same to the board of trus- 
tees. The sealer shall be entitled to ask and receive from 
the person for whom examination and inspection is per- 
formed, such rates as are established by the statutes.

justice or other magistrate having jurisdiction in the case. 

§ 4. Any person who shall neglect or refuse to produce Jl^j^fjg or 
any of his weights or measures before the sealer, shall for- ^ucei^lghfi™' 
feit and pay for the first offense the sum of one dollar; for and measures, 
the second ofEense five dollars; for the third and every of- 
fense thereafter, the sum of ten dollars. It shall be the 
duty of the sealer to see that all retailers and sellers of 
milk, beer, ale, cider and vinegar in the village do sell the ■ 
same by Just and true measure,, and all offenders in the 
premises shall be reported by him to the police Justice, 
who shall cause proceedings forthwith to be instituted 
against such offenders. 

§ 5. The sealer shall make a regular register of the ^llil^rlhi^''*' 
weights, measures and beams inspected by him, in which fees, duties, &c. 
he shall record the names of the persons owning the same, 
and the fact that the same are conformable to the standard 
of this state; and it shall not be lawful for him to collect 
the foes mentioned aforesaid more than once in each year, 
unless the same shall be found on the second examination 
to be not in conformity with the standard of the state. 
The sealer shall be entitled to a reasonable compensation 
for making any beam, weight or measure conform to the 
established standard. .When such beam, weight or meas- 
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lire is not conformable to the standard, the sealer shall 
designate soiiie place in the village where the owner shall 
send the same to be adjusted,, and if the owner shall neg- 
lect or refuse so to send them, such owner shall be liable 
to a penalty of not less than five dollars, and to an addi- 
tional penalty of two dollars for every twenty-four hours 
he shall continue such neglect and refusal after conviction 
for the same.
